1 . (Once Amended) A method for preparing a pharmaceutical dosage form 
comprising: 

forming first granules comprising a solid pharmaceutically acceptable 
volatilizable agent and a pharmaceutically active ingredient by a granulation 
method selected from a wet granulation method and a dry granulation 
method; 

volatizing the solid volatilizable agent from the first granules to form a 
second granule; followed by 

compressing the second granules to form a pharmaceutical dosage 

form.
